Bross will brief DCI on these proce- 
dures in coming days. 


noted unusual movements by Soviet space monitoring surface 
ships in the Pacific and the Mediterranean. It appears that arrangements 
are being made for an exotic space event. (See Action 2) 
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DDCI referred to an Agency notice concerning the William J. 

Donovan dinner where an award will be presented to former President 
Eisenhower. Agency policy is to neither encourage nor discourage 
attendance by Agency employees. It was noted that those interested in 
attending should make arrangements with Houston. 

In answer to DDCI inquiry, 11 November was described as a holi- 
day with Agency staffing as is customary on Sundays. 

DCI inquired about the status of efforts to arrange a meeting with 
Henry Kissinger. It was reported that Kissinger is due to arrive in 
Boston today and work to arrange a meeting is in process. 

DCI noted that he will be meeting with Ambassador Anderson from 
Portugal.
